tors, presented their votes, which were chal- 
lenged. On the refusal of the Indians to take 
the oath, as required by statute, that they 
were citizens, the votes (which were for Mr. 
Wood) were rcjectfd. The Indians, although 
refusing to take oath that they were citizens, 
offered to swear that they had been declared 
citizens cf the United States, which appeared 
in evidence to be tlie fact. 
A majority of the 


Assembly permitted the statute to overrule 
tho Constitution, abate rights it clearly had 
conferred, and rejected the Indian votes, by 
confirming Sir, Dick in liis seat. By permis- 
sion, Mr, Drury appeared on the floor of the 
Assembly, and argued the case as counsel for 
Mr. Dick. Mr. AVood opened his case in per- 


son, 
and was supported by Mr. Collins in a 


closing argument. Messrs. Bird, Spooner,
